Schlesinger defends U.S. bombing 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger 
Friday 
defended 
stepped-up 
American bombing of Cambodia and 
said President Nixon may have to 
ask Congress for renewed bombing 
authority after the Aug. 15 cutoff 
date. 


Schlesinger, 
in 
a 
surprise 
Pentagon news conference, said he 
had “ misgivings” about Cambodia’s 
ability to develop “ the internal 
discipline” and military capability 
to handle its own defense by the 


Aug. 15 end to the U.S. bombing 
ordered by Congress. 
He said he did not want to 
speculate on whether Nixon would 
ask for renewed authority if there 
was no cease-fire, but “ it is quite 
possible he might.” 
Schlesinger said the recent 30-50 
per cent increase in U.S. bombing 
was because of improved weather 
conditions 
and 
intensified 
Communist activity and did not 
violate 
the 
administration’s 
understanding with Congress. 
But Sen. Walter Mondale,D-Minn., 


accused 
the 
White 
House 
of 
breaking its assurances to Congress 
that “ there would be no escalation 
of U.S. air activity over Cambodia 
under the terms of the Aug. 15 
compromise.” 


Mondale said he has sent a 
telegram to presidential adviser 
Melvin R. Laird demanding an 
“ immediate and full response” as to 
whether Laird had given Republican 
leader 
Hugh 
Scott 
and 
other 
members 
of 
Congress 
“ the 
assurance that there would be no 


step-up in bombing over Cambodia if 
the (Aug. 15) compromise was 
agreed to.” 
“ If there was such an assurance, 
the terms of the compromise have 
been 
clearly 
violated 
by 
the 
dramatic 
increase 
in 
bombing 
sorties in recent days,” Mondale 
said. 
“ If 
there 
was 
no 
such 
assurance, then the entire Congress 
was deceived." 
Schlesinger said there was “ no 
intention” of raising the number of 
B52 strikes beyond the present level 
of 30 to 40 a dav. 


Secret Service 
bought golf carts 
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SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - The 
General 
Services Administration 
said Friday that six expensive golf 
carts and a house trailer, for 
changing clothes at the beach, were 
purchased at the order of the Secret 
Service for use at the Western White 
House at San Clemente. 
The GSA, which already has 
reported that $703,167 in government 
money was spent on President 
Nixon’s San Clemente home, said 
the new expenses were not included 
in an audit released last month 
because 
they 
were 
“ office” 
expenses 
connected 
with 
the 
presidential complex adjacent to the 
Western White House and were not 
connected 
with 
the 
home and 
grounds themselves. 


The GSA also said a silver service 
was purchased for use at San 
Clemente, but its cost would not be 
included in the new audit because it 
was not connected with presidential 
security. It was not immediately 


known which government agency 
authorized the purchase. 
The golf carts, estimated to cost 
$‘2,000 each, were purchased for 
Secret Service agents to use while 
patrolling 
the 
San 
Clemente 
grounds. The truck-towed house 
trailer was requested by the agency 
as “ transportation for the Presi­ 
dent,” and was used as a dressing 
room for the beach below the 
Western White House. 
Thomas Hannon, administrator of 
the GSA’s regional office in San 
Francisco, 
said 
another 
audit 
report, dealing with San Clemente 
office complex expenses, is yet to be 
issued. 
After a May report that only 
$39,525 
had 
been 
spent 
on 
improvements at the Western White 
House, the GSA offered a revised 
figure in June of $414.000, and two 
weeks ago raised the total to 
$703,367. Hannon said the “ office” 
expenses released Friday were in 
addition to the latest figure. 
Unemployment down but prices soar 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - In bitter­ 
sweet news of an economy roaring 
into overdrive, 
the government 
reported Friday that wholesale 
prices scored record increases in 
June, 
but 
that 
unemployment 
dropped below 5 per cent of the 
labor force for the first time in three 
years. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said wholesale 
prices shot up 2.4 per cent last 
month, 
the biggest gain since 
January, 1951, while farm prices 
alone advanced 7 per cent, the most 
since the present series of records 
was begun in 1947. 
This pushed wholesale prices to a 


level 47 per cent above a year 
earlier, an all-time high for a 12- 
month period. 
BLS officials cautioned that the 
June 
wholesale 
figures 
were 
f 
athered before June 13, when 
'resident 
Nixon 
imposed 
the 
current price freeze, which will not 
show up until the July wholesale 
price index is released next month. 
Some of last month’s wholesale 
price increase already had been 
passed on to consumers in the form 
of steeper retail prices by the time 
Nixon ordered the freeze. 
While the wholesale report was 
bad news for consumers, the DLS 
had 
good 
news 
on 
jobs. 


Unemployment fell from 5 per cent 
to 4.8 per cent last month, slipping 
below 5 per cent for the first time 
since June, 1970. 
The jobless figure, which stood at 
only 3.3 per cent when President 
Nixon took office in 1969, soared to 6 
per cent in 1971 and hovered around 
that level for 19 months before 
starting to decline a year ago. Nixon 
has set 4.5 per cent unemployment 
as an interim target to be achieved 
before the end of the year. 
While the number of jobless 
workers dropped last month from 
4.38 million to 4.26 million, the BLS 
said the number of workers holding 
jobs rose by 650,000 to 84.67 million. 


Grains, animal feeds and oilseeds 
accounted for most of the huge jump 
in farm prices last month. Prices 
for hay, hayseeds and oilseeds shot 
up 23.4 per cent and manufactured 
animal feeds rose by 22 per cent. 
Egg prices went up 16.3 per cent, 
but livestock prices rose only 2.7 per 
cent and poultry prices only 2 3 per 
cent in June. Fruit and vegetable 
prices increased 6.2 per cent. 
Wholesale prices for consumer- 
ready food went up 2.2 per cent in 
June while wholesale prices for 
other consumer goods increased 1.7 
per cent, the biggest gain in nearly 
23 years. 
Industrial 
commodity 
prices, 


considered by many economists as a 
more reliable indicator of inflation 
than seasonally fluctuating farm 
prices, rose by 0.9 per cent in June, 
the smallest advance in five months 
but still more than twice the rate 
during Nixon’s first four years in 
office. 


Taken together, the two reports 
provided further evidence of a 
rapidly 
expanding 
economy 
threatening a new round of inflation 
The administration already has 
acted to meet this threat largely by 
reducing 
the supply of 
money 
available for corporate expansion 
and consumer credit. 


In other news on the economic 
front: 


—The U. S. dollar fell to record 
lows in money exchanges in Europe. 
Hong Kong and Japan Friday amid 
rumors abroad of a new devaluation 
of the dollar this weekend by the 
United States. 


—The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Association said it will 
ask a federal court to order the Cost 
of Living Council to exempt the food 
industry from the price freeze. Raw 
agricultural products already are 
exempted, but other wholesale and 
retail food prices are frozen 
County beat IRS 
to takeover of 
Lompoc Airport

More clean air plans announced

County officials took control of 
Lompoc Airport only a few steps 
ahead of Interval Revenue Service 
agents who would have closed the 
facility in a dispute over federal 
taxes, 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie said yesterday. 
Beattie led a group of county 
officials in the takeover Thursday 
afternoon. When IRS agents arrived 
at the airport Friday morning they 
found signs announcing that the 
county had terminated the lease of 
Lompoc Flight Service and had 
reopened the airport under county 
control. 
Beattie said the IRS would have 
closed the airport to force Lompoc 
Flight Service into bankruptcy, 
apparently in a bid to recover some 
$20.000 in federal withholding taxes 
which reportedly have not been 
paid. 
Beattie said he heard a rumor 
through the grapevine Thursday 
that the IRS was preparing to move 
against the airport and against 
Lompoc Flight Service, operator of 
the airport under a lease with the 
county. 
Beattie said he decided to act to 
protect the interests of county 
taxpayers who have about $1.250 
million invested in the airport 
facility. 
Accompanying 
Beattie 
in the 
takeover were Norman Caldwell, 
county director of public works, his 
assistant, 
Paul 
Price; 
county 
auditor-controller Paul Floyd and 
County Counsel George Kading 
Beattie said the IRS officials were 
bent on a quick audit of the books at 
the airport, but when they arrived 
they found the county officials had 
already done that. 
The take over by the county and 
the arrival of the IRS apparently 
came off in complete harmony. 
Beattie said he recognized that the 
IRS was merely trying to do its job. 
Normal airport operations were 
proceeding under a three-person 
interim force composed of Chet

Waite, chief pilot for Lompoc Flight 
Service; George Bedford; and a , 


secretary. 
In a cooperative move to simplify 
the operation and to clarify the 
situation the county officials agreed 
to pay the IRS $500 for office 
equipment owned by Lompoc Flight 
Service and deemed essential to 
operation of the airport. Waite and 
Bedford also reportedly anteed up 
some money for similar purchases 
to help. 
The problems of Lompoc Flight 
Service 
apparently 
developed 
during the past year, but only came 
to light a month ago with the death 
of William Riggs, official of the 
service in a corporate set up that 
included his wife Patricia Riggs. 
One source has indicated that 
Riggs himself may have been the 
only responsible officer in the 
corporate setup with others only on 
the periphery of the action. 


Beattie said the county made a 
routine audit of Riggs books a year 
ago and found them in order. 
However, the financial operations of 
the flight service remained clouded 
in confusion today. This reporter 
learned Friday that Dan Hoback, 
former flight instructor for Lompoc 
Flight Service and since Riggs’ 
death, president of the service, nad 
loaned Riggs $4,400. That’s the 
figure given this reporter, but 
another source indicated the figure 
might be about three times that 
amount. 
Hoback said he became president 
of the flight service at the time of 
Riggs’ death, primarily as a result 
of 
the loan 
which 
was 
still 
outstanding. It was also learned that 
Beattie himself had loaned Riggs an 
undisclosed amount of money in a 
personal deal involving an airplane. 
Beattie said 
the 
amount 
was 
smaller than the loan made by 
Hoback and that Riggs had repaid 
most of it. It was also believed that 
John Mosby who was apparently the 
only shareholder in Lompoc Flight 
Service with Mrs. Riggs, also loaned 
Ricgs money. 
Mrs. Riggs declined to comment 
Friday. However, 
her attorney 
Jerry Brown of Santa Barbara 
confirmed that he had discussed 
bankruptcy proceedings for Lompoc 
Flight Service. That question will be 
discussed at a meeting Tuesday in 
Lompoc that will bring together 
Mrs. Riggs, Hoback, Mosby and 
Brown. 
The IRS was also believed to be 
coming to Lompoc Monday for a 
meeting with Mrs. Riggs and others.

An Argentine airliner hijacked on 
a domestic flight Wednesday by a 
leftist guerrilla left Havana with its

The hijacker, whose extradition 
had been requested by Argentina,

The twm-engine Boeing 737, which 
had been carrying $700,000 in cash 
when commandeered, left Havana 
at 7:23 p.m. EDT with seven crew 
members and 21 passengers aboard, 
Prensa Latina said. An airline 
spokesman in Buenos Aires said 26 
passengers were aboard.

Dr. Nardo 
warns that bats should not 
be picked up or handled 
even 
though 
they 
may 
appear normal. 
Any person bitten by a bat 
should immediately see his 
physician. 
Every 
effort 
should be made to capture 
the bat and it should be 
taken to the nearest health 
department office or to a 
veterinarian so that it can 
be submitted for laboratory 
examination 
for 
rabies. 
Valuable first aid treatm ent 
for any animal bite is to 
immediately 
cleanse 
the 
wound 
thoroughly 
by 
copious flushing with soap 
and water or water slone. 
Dr. Nardo also strongly 
urges all dog owners to have 
their 
pets 
vaccinated 
against rabies and to make 
certain that they do not 
have contact with any wild 
life or stray animals.

Senator blames AAoretti 
for tax increase 


SACRAMENTO — “Californians are paying an extra 
penny on the sales tax today because the speaker of the 
Assembly refused to put his signature on a conference 
report last Friday,” State Senator Robert J. Lagomarsino 
(R-Ojai ) said this week. 
Lagomarsino, a member of the six-man conference 
committee on SB 90, the bill to postpone the state sales tax 
increase until next year, said Moretti tried to shift the 
blame for allowing the sales tax to go up to Gov. Reagan. 
“In truth, the sales tax increase is as much a result of the 
speaker’s failure to sign the conference report as it is the 
result of the governor’s veto of SB 425,” Lagomarsino said. 
“ When the speaker sent the governor an offer he couldn’t 
accept in the form of SB 425, the governor announced he 
would veto it. He also said privately he would accept a 
straight six month postponement of the sales tax. Although 
three of the six conference committee members agreed to 
this, the speaker refused. The result is that the bill never 
made it to the Governor’s desk, and we lost our last chance 
to delay the tax increase.” 
Lagomarsino said he hoped the legislature would “ act 
immediately” upon its return in August to rescind the tax 
and return the proceeds to the people.

Reagan signs shipwreck bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI i — Gov Ronald Reagan has signed 
a bill allowing the LaJennelle shipwreck off Port Hueneme 
to be either removed or converted into a $14 million fishing 
and recreation pier, his office announced Friday. 
The former luxury liner broke from its mooring in a 1970 
storm and ran aground on state-owned tidelands in Ventura 
County. The ship's owner went bankrupt and was unable to 
pav the cost of removing it. 
f nder the bill < SB6191 by Sen. Robert J. Lagomarsino. R- 
Ojai, the state Lands Commission will have authority to 
order the ship hauled away or mav permit removal of a 
portion of it so a jetty can be constructed using the remain­ 
der. The second alternative would require an agreement 
from Ventura County to maintain and operate the jetty.

Senate and congressional districts. 
The

legislature 
passed 
a 
reapportionment bill but it was vetoed last 
week by Republican Gov. Ronald Reagan 
Therefore, reapportionment on the basis of 
the 1970 census falls into the lap of the 
state’s highest court. 
Republican 
Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley of San Rafael told the masters he 
opposed the legislative redistricting He 
said he was not appearing as a poitical par­ 
tisan, however, since he had already 


announced he would not run for the 
Assembly again. 
He cited examples of both Republican 
and 
D e m o c ra tic 
attem pts 
“ to 
unnecessarily cut up local jurisdictions for 
partisan advantage.” 
“ The Democratic party being in control, 
there are more examples of the latter than 
the former,” he addea 
Bagley said the city of La Mesa was split 
into four Assembly districts, the 59th 
district includes pieces of 11 cities; the 
49th includes pieces of eight cities and 
three county areas, and the 47th and 54th 
Assembly districts unnecessarily split six 
cities. 
“ The snafu which has existed in the 
reapportionment arena is understandable, 
for after all, the electorate did designate a 
Republican governor and a Democratic 
majority in the legislature at the same 
time,” Bagley said.
